AFW TR reveals new 
telemetry facility 


More than $2.3 million in contracts have been awarded by the Air Force 
Western Test Range for a telemetry gathering facility on Lompoc Air Force 
Station in Miguelito Canyon, it was revealed today. 
In 1964, plans were announced to deactivate the station by 1967 but it is re­ 
vealed today that in 1966, the site became a part of Vandenberg AFB when it 
was chosen as the location for a new telemetry station. 
The largest contract, to Philco Ford Corporation for $860,000 was for a 
35-foot dish, 
S band antenna capable of automatically tracking a missile 
target. 
A $437,000 contract was awarded Techni Data Laboratories for a pre- 
detection diversity system which will receive and record data from launched 
vehicles. 
A $429,000 telemetry 
checkout system will be installed by Rantec Divi­ 
sion of Emergson Electric Company. 
Buidings at the Lompoc Air Force Station have been renovated under a 
$255,000 contract to LePhylon Incorporated. 
Continued advance technical 
requirements of the Range necessitated the 
additional, 
more 
sophisticated 
equipment, officials explained. The new 
site will provide side angle view of space vehicles being launched into polar 
orbits. Without 
sideview capability, “ flame attenuation” occurs causing a 
distortion of signals from the vehicle as data passes through the rocket’s 
exhaust. 
The new facility will be operational in May and will receive and record 
telemetry data from ballistic and space vehicles. The information will be 
sent by microwave to the Data Processing Facility on the main part of ^an- 
denberg.

Burglars have struck 33 times in Van­ 
denberg Village and Mission Hillsduring 
the past three weeks and Sheriff’s offi­ 
cials say teenagers are probably re­ 
sponsible. 
The theory is based on physical and 
circumstantial evidence that deputies say 
will eventually lead to arrests. 
Vandenberg Village tops the skein with 
27 residential burglaries, while Mission 
Hills has had 6 in the same period of 
time. The incidents in the Village in­ 
clude several involving thefts of stereo 
tape deck players from cars. 
Why do deputies say teenagers are 
probably responsible? 


All of the burglaries except for a 
couple have occurred during school time 
hours — 8 a.m. to 3 or 4 p.m.; losses 
have been restricted primarily to hard 
cash (the easiest commodity to ne­ 
gotiate); 80 per cent of the incidents in­ 
volved 
forcible 
entry 
(windows and 
doors); rarely was there vandalism con­ 
nected with the crime; rarely was there 
evidence of extensive ransacking. 
In most of the incidents the burglar 
passed up the ready opportunity to take 
expensive cameras, guns, appliances or 
furs. It is this fact among others that 
has led to blaming the crimes on teen­ 
agers. 
One Sheriff’s official said a teenager 
must take something that he can put in 
his pocket. The loot must be something 


that will not arouse the curiosity of par­ 
ents, friends or teachers. Money fills 
the requirement. 
The officials also say most of the 
burglaries have probably been committed 
by two or three teenagers with expensive 
habits probably involving narcotics or 
dangerous drugs. 
These are harsh words, but the Sher­ 
iff’s officials involved in coping with the 
problem know their business. They have 
staked out the two residential communi­ 
ties numerous times, but those responsi­ 
ble for the crimes have somehow man­ 
aged to escape detection. 
This fact leads to another theory: 
Those responsible are probably known to 
the 
communities, thus they arouse no

Schrade, meanwhile, was being pres­ 
sured by Way supporters to resign be­ 
cause of a 
$5,000 campaign contribu­ 
tion 
he received from a special inter­ 
est lobby attempting to push a bill through 
the 
legislature. The contribution was 
made three years 
before Schrade’s 
next 
election campaign. He was vice 
chairman of the committee where the 
bill was lodged. 
Schrade 
said Wednesday 
the bill 
and the campaign contribution were not 
related. “ I have not been bought on any 
bill at all,” he said. 
The San Diego 
Republican 
added 
he planned to start “ some 
investiga- 
tions” and wouldn’t mind if the Legisla­ 
tive 
Ethics 
Committee 
also looked 
into the matter.

SACRAMENTO 0JPI) - A bill delay­ 
ing the effective date of a controversial 
new 
financial disclosure law covering 
candidates for public office has been sign­ 
ed by Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
Reagan's prompt action on the mea­ 
sure 
Wednesday 
came a day after it 
received final legislative approval from 
the 
Senate 
The urgency bill, which 
moved unusually fast through the leg­ 
islature, took effect upon the governor’s 
signature. 
The bill by Assemblyman 
Eugene 


Chappie, 
R-Cool, 
gives all candidates 
for public office, ranging from governor 
to eity councilmen, until April 6 to file 
statements 
detailing their financial 
worth. 
Under the 1969 conflict of interest 
law, . candidates 
in local 
elections 
scheduled for April 14 would have had 
to file the statements by March 2. 
Local officials, especially city coun­ 
cilmen, 
have 
complained the law is 
an invasion into their private life and 
will deter persons from running for 


office. Several local officeholders said 
they would resign rather than comply 
with the law. 
The law, authored by Assembly Dem­ 
ocratic 
leader Jess Unruh, 
requires 
candidates 
to list 
individual holdings 
of $10 000 or more in businesses reg­ 
ulated by the state. 
They have 10 
days 
after filing for office to submit 
the statement. 
Under the statute, 
candidates also 
must 
list all campaign contributions 
of $500 or more

CHICAGO (UPI) - The “ Chicago sev­ 
en” are individuals with different life­ 
styles and individual interests, but they 
had hung together in their riot conspir­ 
acy trial. One for all and all for one. 
The verdict in their trial had just come 
in Wednesday and defense attorney Wil­ 
liam M. Kunstler was telling how 
the 
defense attorneys and the “ seven” felt 
about it. 
“ This is the last thing we wanted,” he 
said. “ We wanted an acquittal or con­ 
viction of all We did not want this ter­ 
rible compromise ” 
The “ terrible compromise” Kunstler 
referred to was this: 
All seven of the 
defendants found innocent of conspiring 
to incite riots at the 1968 Democratic 
National Govention, but five of them 
found guilty individually of crossing state 
lines to incite riots, and committing var­ 
ious substantive acts in doing 
so. 
When the court clerk read the jury’s 
verdict, the five defendants found guil­ 
ty embraced the two — John Froines and 
Lee Weiner — found innocent of all 
charges and congratulated them 
Froines 
sobbed, “ It’s not fair. It’s 
not fair .” Weiner looked at Rennie Dav­ 
is as Davis told him, “ That'sgreat, Lee, 
that’s wonderful.” 


Things were not that wonderful for any 
of the “ seven.” They — and their attor­ 
neys, Kunstler and Leonard I. Weinglass 
— already had been sentenced to jail for 
contempt by Judge Julius J. Hoffman, who 
said he never had seen such unruly de­ 
fendants, or lawyers, in his courtroom 
The “ seven” were jailed over the 
weekend, but the judge stayed the sen­ 
tences 
against the two attorneys until 
May 
4 
so thev could handle anneals 
The verdicts — delivered to a court­ 
room cleared of all spectators except 
newsmen — meant the controversial arv- 
tiriot provisions ofthe 1968 Civil Rights 
Law would not be challenged in any ap­ 
peals.

modern civil rights movement, 
born in 1954 and nurtured by 
Congress and the courts, has 
suffered its first major setback 
in 
a Senate vote hailed by 
Southern leaders as the harbin­ 
ger of “ a change in direction.'’

parents, black and white,” Sen. 
John C. Stennis, D-Miss., said 
of future school integration. 
“ We’ve opened a new gatew­

victory Wednesday Stennis won 
with support from 11 Northern 
Democrats led by Sen. Abra­ 
ham A. Ribicoff, D-Conn.( and 
including Senate Majority Lead­ 
er Mike Mansfield, D-Mont.

movement under way in this 
country,” warned Sen. Walter

“ There’s a fear about being 
courageous on racial matters.” 
Mondale 
said

Police watch 
desegregation

State troopers and sheriffs 
deputies 
used tear gas and 
fired shotguns 
into the air 
Wednesday to disperse angry 
Negro students at a desegregat­ 
ed school in Plaquemine, La. 
But 
total 
desegregation 
proceeded smoothly In another 
South Carolina school district 
despite discontent by many 
whites 
and 
blacks 
with 
a 
federal 
plan 
that 
assigned 
students to the nearest schools. 
Southern leaders, meanwhile 
hailed Senate passage of the 
Stennis amendment, providing 
for equal application of dese- 
gregation laws throughout the 
nation, as an historic victory 
for Dixie. 
There were no reports of any 
injuries in the disturbance at 
Plaquemine involving about 100 
black youths who tried to tear 
down a fence around a recently 
desegregated high school. The 
school board had ordered the 
fence 
constructed 
to 
curb 
vandalism. 
The youths, protesting the 
demotion of two black princi­ 
pals 
in 
the 
desegregation 
program, rushed the fence and 
tried 
to pull up the posts. 
Troopers and deputies fired 
shotguns and pistols into the 
air, then scattered the group 
with tear gas. 
At Darlington, S.C., about 70 
per cent of the county’s 15,000 
public school students reported 
for 
integrated 
classes, 
but 
many parents were apprehen­ 
sive. 
Greenville County, first South 
Carolina County to obey the 
Supreme Court’s “ desegregate 
now” mandate, reported some 
picketing and continued high 
absenteeism 
among 
white 
students 
at 
some 
schools 
Wednesday. 
The Georgia Board of Educa­ 
tion Wednesday voted unani­ 
mously to seek a modification 
of federal court orders for the 
total 
desegregation 
of 
81 
districts. The board authorized

Superintendent 
Jack Nix to seek modification 
along the lines of the neighbor­ 
hood concept approved by the

(Continued from Fage 1) 
suspicion when they are seen 
coming or going in daylight 
hours. Daylight hours are prob­ 
ably best for teenagers who 
might find it difficult to ex­ 
plain their absence from their 
own homes during the hours of 
darkness. Professional burg­ 
lars would be more inclusive in 
the selection of loot, but at the 
same time would arouse more 
suspicion in the community as 
strangers. 


For the latter reason, accord­ 
ing to the deputies a profes­ 
sional would probably chose a 
home that he could burglarize 
under cover of darkness. 
All of these factors are com­ 
pelling 
reasons 
why the 
Sheriff’s officials believe teen­ 
agers are responsible. 


The deputies solved a previ­ 
ous series of burglaries in Mis­ 
sion Hills, but not by the ela­ 
borate series of stakeouts that 
for a period of weeks sapped 
the manpower of the Lompoc 
substation. A solution to the 
crimes 
resulted 
from 
the 
chance spotting of some of the 
loot in the garage of a modest 
home. 
A deputy had been called to 
investigate the theft of two bat­ 
teries from the home and in 
the process spotted a piece of 
audio equipment which he rec­ 
ognized as coming from Los 
Berros School. The equipment 
was tied to one of the family’s 
sons and this in turn led to an­ 
other suspect and more of the 
loot. 
The theory that the recent 
rash of burglaries is connec­ 
ted with dope is based on a ris­ 
ing tide of narcotics and drug 
abuse among teenagers, accord­ 
ing to deputies. Dope costs mon­ 
ey far beyond the average teen­ 
age weekly allowance. 
Whatever the cause, however,

April, 
but this could be de­ 
layed somewhat. 
While the County Board of 
Education would approve the 
budget, Johnson’s office would 
have the power of “ changing

items,” 
Dall’Armi de­ 
clared. The supervisors would 
retain tax-levying authority. 


Johnson saw the suggested 
change as having no adverse 
affects on the county govern­ 
mental structure. 
He felt it 
gave the schools’ superinten­ 
dent an opportunity to budget 
“ more efficiently and effective­ 
ly.” 


Former County Schools Su­ 
perintendent Fred Greenough 
said he initiated the idea after

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Supervisors seek 
clarification 


of jet issues 


The anti-jet set in Santa Ynez 
Valley 
is 
raising 
such a 
commotion against introduction 
of executive type jets at small 
Santa Ynez County Airport that 
county officials decided late 
Tuesday that clarification of 
some of the issues involved is 
needed. 


County 
officials 
after the 
meeting promised they would 
have representatives appear be­ 
fore protesting property owners 
in Janin Acres and other areas 
and endeavor to set the record 
straight. 


It is the contention of the 
County Public Works Depart­ 
ment officials who supervise the 
airport operations and Supervi­ 
sor Daniel G. Grant that the 
county has kept its promise not 
to expand the airport’s run­ 
ways and thus has blocked larg­ 
e r aircraft from using it. 


But under a present 20-year 
pact with the Federal Aviation 
Administration, the county as 
sponsor of Federally - aided 
improvement 
projects on the 
airport, 
must promise not to 
discriminate against airport us­ 
ers who do not constitute a safe­ 
ty hazard. Executive type jets 
used by some wealthy valley 
ranchers thus cannot be dis­ 
criminated against as long as 
these craft can land and take off 
on the 2800-foot runway without 
damaging it or incurring safety 
hazards, it was shown. 


Two years ago Grant prom­ 
ised Janin Property Owners 
Assn. the county would not give 
the green light to some Valley 
ranchers seeking to finance by 
themselves 
a 
$150,000 
or 
more runway extension project. 
He said that promise has been 
kept. 


Other points emphasized by 
county officials: 
-While the airport is not be­ 
ing expanded, the county as 
sponsor of projects receiving 
Federal funding must abide by 
a 20 - year agreement with the 
FAA which specifies the air­ 
port must be kept up to all us­ 
ers and types of aircraft which 
can use the airport and not con­ 
stitute 
safety 
hazards. The 
county is empowered to ban 
gliders, balloons and parachut­ 
ing operations which could con­ 
stitute a hazard, but not exec­ 
utive type jets, for instance, so 
long as no hazard is in\.Jved. 
The agreement expires in 19o i. 


—The FAA feels if a pilot car 
land or take off on the air­ 
port’s 280 - foot runway and 
isn’t damaging the runway or 
causing a safety hazard, there 
is no means to restrict such 
craft at the public airport, or 
discriminate against such us­ 
ers. 


—The county has benefited 
“ from three or four Federal­ 
ly - funded projects, “ saidC aid- 
well, including purchase of the 
land for the airport. Under this 
program the 
Federal govern­ 
ment provides 54 per cent of 
the cost and the county the re­ 
mainder. It is not clear what 
could be done by the county to 
bar jet aircraft if the county 
was not under such an agree­ 
ment with the FAA, but without 
such a pact the county would 
pay the full cost of airport im­ 
provements 
and 
needed im­ 
provements 
might encounter 
long delays without such aid. 
-Additional hangars were in­ 
stalled when this was requested 
by flyers using the airport. 
-A beacon placed in ope ration 
by 
the airport operator has 
caused a few complaints, and 
this will be looked into. 
—The sm aller jets now using 
the airport are far below the 
17,000 
- 
pound wheel weight 
lim its for the runway. 
—Valley 
folk 
have 
been 
wrought up not only because of 
the jet use, but also because of 
some statem ents — oneemenat- 
ing from a UC Santa Barbara 
professor indicating that it may 
be necessary to move Santa Bar­ 
bara 
Municipal Airport from 
Goleta to Santa Ynez Valley. 
Supervisor Grant said he feels 
such statem ents have only inten­ 
sified feelings in the Valley and 
promoted fears that are need­ 
less in this respect. 
-G rant said that he did not 
attend the meeting Sunday of 
protesting property owners in 
the Valley because he felt he had 
to honor a previous commit­ 
ment in Goleta Valley. He said 
he explained before the meet­ 
ing that he could not attend, in 
a conversation with Mrs. Vir­ 
ginia Moyer, and had under­ 
stood the meeting was to dis­ 
cuss the Alisal Bridge proj­ 
ect for the cost part. 
—The fixed base operator, 
Bill Luke, is required to furn­ 
ish airplane fuel as necessary. 
The operator must have jet fuel 
for turbo jets, for example. In­ 
stallation of a jet fuel tank had 
helped to touch off the present 
controversy, it was noted.

“ If you really want to force 
the automobile manufacturers 
to speed the development of 
antipollution 
control 
engines 
and devices, you should per­ 
suade all the women in the Los 
Angeles Basin to refuse to buy 
new cars during any one year,” 
said Frof. Rolf Eliassen of 
Stanford University. 
“They can bring the automo­ 
bile 
manufacturers 
to their 
knees faster than any amount 
of legislation or government 
enforcement,” he told a semin­ 
ar 
of 
public relations men 
Wednesday. 
Eliassen urged the public 
relations men to join the fight 
against pollution by helping to 
“ educate 
and 
communicate” 
with the public. 
He said they should work 
with engineers, urban planners, 
and ecologists in persuading 
conservationists, 
women’s 
leagues and other groups to 
apply pressure on legislators 
and control agencies. 
“ Our objective is to apply 
scientific and engineering prin­ 
ciples in the control of air and 
water environmental systems. 
“This is urban ecology-the 
interrelationship between man 
and 
the 
air 
and 
water 
environmental system s.” 
The Stanford scientist criti­ 
cized 
the 
waste 
of water 
supplies 
and questioned the 


wisdom of piping water to arid 
regions. 
“ Water may be the key to 
population control in specific 
areas where it is a limiting 
resource, 
such 
as Southern 
California,” he said. 
“ A more rational approach to 
planning for living in a limited 
air 
environment would have 
been to restrict the develop­ 
ment of new water supplies and 
thus restrict population. Who 
would have the courage to do 
this?” 
Eliassen 
said billions 
of 
dollars are being spent by cities 
and 
industries 
in 
the fight 
against 
water 
pollution—but 
still better controls are badly 
needed. 
“ Where industry has done a 
good job, public relations men 


should tell the public about it. 
The other side of the coin 
represents the great number of 
industries 
which 
have 
not 
cooperated 
and 
must 
be 
brought 
to 
task 
for 
gross 
pollution. And many cities have 
not done enough.” 


Eliassen 
said 
there exist 
solutions to the problem of 
removing the 3.65 billion tons of 
“ solid waste” or trash produc­ 
ed annually in the United States. 


“ Ten per cent of the power in 
the U.S. could be generated 
from solid wastes if all the 
urban wastes were incinerated 
in 
modern 
furnaces 
using 
pressurized combustion and gas 
turbines 
coupled to electric 
generators,” he said.

gives tips on camping 


Some tips that might help you 
get a state park campsite for 
your next vacation were given 
today by William Penn Mott Jr., 
Director of the California De» 
partment of Parks and Recre­ 
ation. 
The tips came after a care­ 
ful analysis of occupancy rates 
at state park campgrounds dur­ 
ing the period 
May through 
October, 1969. 
The figures show that oc­ 
cupancy is highest in August, 
with 94 percent for Class A 
campsites, 70 percent for Class 
B, 65 percent for Class C, 
and 83 percent for trailer camp­ 
sites. 
“ When you take out the desert 
campsites, 
which 
are 
not 
heavily used in the hot sum­ 
mer months, you have almost 
100 percent occupancy at the 
other 
parks 
during August,” 
Mott stated. 
July ran second in rate of 
occupancy, with 82 percent for 
Class A, 58 percent for Class 
B, 50 percent for Class C, 
and 81 percent for trailer camp­ 
sites. 
June ranked third, with 
September 
running 
a close 
fourth. 
In May and October, as well 
as during the rest of the year, 
there seems to be plenty of 
room 
for 
campers 
in most 
parks, except for some Southern 
California beach parks which 
can fill up at any time ol year. 
"The first tip is to plan 
your vacation for some month 
other than August,” Mott said. 
“ July 
is 
slightly better, and 
June and September are much 
better. 
During the rest of the 
year, you are almost certain 
to get into a state park camp­ 
ground.” 
Another tip is to plan week­ 
day camping, 
Mott said, be­ 
cause while the weekends al­ 
most always see full camp­ 
grounds, the Monday to Fri­ 
day period offers a little extra 
opportunity to get into a camp­ 
ground. 
A third tip is to try Class B 
or Class C camping when Class 
A is filled. 
“ The park es­ 
thetic values are exactly the 
sam e,” 
Mott 
said, “ and al­ 
though Class B and Class C 
campgrounds may not have as 
many facilities as Class A ac­ 
commodations, all the necessi­ 
ties for an enjoyable camping 
experience are available at all 


campgrounds, regardless of the 
class.” 
Mott said that heavy pres­ 
sures on park facilities led to 
the initiation of the reserva­ 
tion system in 1968. 
During 
the report period, May-October 
of 1969, the Department re­ 
corded 141,764 carloads of peo­ 
ple 
were 
turned 
away from 
camping 
parks 
because they 
were filled up. 
“ This is only a fraction of 
the actual number, because the 
practice is to close the gate and 
hang up a sign that the park is 
filled. 
So we know many more 
people were turned away than 
were counted.” 
“ Just think of what a fan­ 
tastic turnaway figure we’d have 
if we didn’t have reservations,” 
Mott asserted. 
Mott pointed out further that 
the new computerized reserva­ 
tion system will enable the park 
visitor to take full advantage of 
available park facilities. 
“ By going to a computer cen­ 
ter, the park visitor can select 
another park, if the first choice 
is filled. If the weekend is fill- * 
ed, he can try for weekday camp­ 
ing. And if Class A facilities 
are filled, he can try for B or 
C. This can be done in a few 
moments, and if the camper 
finds something he wants, he can 
pay his fees and leave with his 
reservation and his tickets. If 
he can’t find anything that fits 
his plans and needs, he can 
make other vacation arrange­ 
ments. He does not have to sit 
in a line for hours or days only 
to find he can’t get into the 
campground. This is what hap­ 
pened before we started reser­ 
vations.” 
Mott pointed out that vaca­ 
tioners still could go to a camp­ 
ground and take a chance on 
getting in without a reserva­ 
tion. The reservation system 
merely gives the camper an 
opportunity to make a reserva­ 
tion and avoid the disappoint­ 
ment of not being able to get 
into the park to camp. 
Mott said he did not believe 
the computerized reservation 
system was the perfect answer 
for campers, “because there is 
no perfect answer to any prob­ 
lem these days. But I honestly 
feel that the computerized res­ 
ervation system is the best and 
most economical service we can 
perform for the public.”

The landers will be accompa­ 
nied by two orbiters that will 
survey potential landing areas 
and conduct scientific studies 
while the landers are reporting 
from the surface. 
NASA's attention in 1972 will 
turn 
to 
Jupiter, 
that 
giant 
planet 
nearly a half billion 
miles away. Jupiter is nearly 11 
tim es larger than Earth, it has 
a 
thick, stormy atmosphere 
with a strange red spot in it, 
and 12 moons. 
Two small Pioneer spacecraft 
are being built to attempt to 
pass through the asteroid belt 
between Earth and Jupiter and 
fly within 10,000 miles of the 
big planet, radioing back the 
first “ closeup” photographs of 
it. 
The Robots will be launched 
in 1972 and 1973 on trips that 
will take 600 to 800 days and 
pave the way for even more 
ambitious missions to the outer 
planets later this decade. 
NASA also plans to send one 
spacecraft toward the planets 
closer to the sun in 1973. The 
probe will first pass within 
3,000 miles of Venus and then 
fly on, with an assist from the 
Venusian gravity, to explore 
Mercury for the first time. 
The unique two-planet mis­ 
sion is planned to produce more 
data 
on 
Venus’ 
thick, 
hot 
atmosphere and then return the 
first 
photographs 
of 
little 
Mercury from a distance of 
about 6,000 miles. 


The United States first sent a 
spacecraft past Venus in 1962 
and explored the planet again 
from a distance of 2,4pp miles 
in 1965.

Vietnam duty

DA NANG, Vietnam (UPI>- 
The 4 5-foot picket boat rolls 
heavily in the swell of the South 
China Sea. 
Quartermaster 3rd class Wil­ 
liam F. Stein, 22, Cumberland, 
Md., skipper of the wood hulled 
craft, strains his eye into a 
starlight 
scope as the boat 
cruises slowly 100 yards off­ 
shore. 
The night is moonless with 
broken clouds and light fog. 
The time is 11 p.m. The place 
is eight m iles northwest of Da 
Nang, at the entrance to its 
vast 
harbor, 
along the Hai 
Vanh 
pass, 
through 
which 
Route 1, South Vietnam’s main 
sea 
coast road, goes north 
through the mountains to Phu 
Bai. 
Lt. 
David 
Leverenz, 
26, 
Redlands, Calif., the U.S. Navy 
harbor security officer, has 
explained the m ission—support 
the 
26th 
Marine 
Regiment, 
which guards the pass. 
The picket 
boat’s 
job 
is 
illumination, fire support, spot­ 
ting. To do it, it has an 81mm 
m ortar on the bow, twin .50 
caliber machine guns aft of the 
forward cabin, sm all arm s and 
the 
starlight 
scope, 
which 
intensifies 
the 
scanty 
night 
illumination. 
The Marines have ambush 
patrols in and around the pass 
and 
this night the starlight 
scope has spotted a dim light 
on the mountainside near the 
pass. The M arines have no 
lights and they are investigat­ 
ing this one. 
The 
previous 
night, 
the 
M arines had fire contact with a 
Viet Cong unit using flashlights 
in almost the sam e spot. But 
this time the light turns out to 
be a South Vietnamese Popular 
Forces (militia) unit which has 
moved into the area. 
The picket boat turns south 
for a grenade run past an oil 
company’s storage tanks. Last 


Pill predicted 


to aid human 


intelligence 


By ROBERT STRAND 
BERKELEY (UP1) - A pill 
to improve human intelligence 
may be just around the corner. 
Dr. David Krech, a psycholo­ 
gist 
at 
the 
University 
of 
California, says development of 
a 
real 
IQ 
pill 
depends 
considerably on 
chance, but 
scientists are close enough to 
the secrets of brain chem istry 
to make such a pill “ highly 
likely” in the next 15years. 
Biochemists and psychologists 
in 
the 
past 15 years have 
sought 
to 
identify 
physical 
form s of the brain in which 
m em ories are retained. 
The experim ents suggest to 
many scientists, although some 
scoff, 
that any memory in­ 
volves chemical changes in the 
brain. 
Krech says these are either 
production of new proteins, the 
release of differentiated mole­ 
cules of ribonucleic acids or the 
increase of enzyme activity. 
If these processes can be 
identified-and 
alter ed-drugs 
not 
only 
to 
im prove 
intel­ 
ligence, but to diminish it, or to 
erase m em ories, or to empha­ 
size selected abilities, have 
arrived. 
Around the nation various 
research ers 
h a v e achieved 
some 
success 
in 
changing 
animal mental abilities. Human 
experim ents with m ental retar­ 
dates and the senile are in 
progress. 
In 
one 
experim ent, 
rats, 
which have highly developed 
brain structures, were 40 per 
cent 
better 
in learning and 
rem em bering their way through 
m azes 
when 
treated 
with 
m etrazol. Sim ilar results have 
been obtained with strychnine. 
Goldfish taught to swim to 
particular points in an aquar 
rium were unable to retain 
their ability when injected with 
antibiotics 
preventing form a­ 
tion in their brain of new pro­ 
teins or ribonucleic acid. 
Flatw orm s, fed 
pieces 
of 
other 
flatworm s 
trained 
to 
respond to a sim ple light signal, 
appeared to acquire the same 
ability. 
Krech him self has demon­ 
strated that ra ts living in an 
“ intellectually enriched envi­ 
ronm ent,” therefore 
having 
m ore m em ories, showed chem­ 
ical 
and 
stru ctu ral 
brain 
changes. 
For rats, K rech’s theory is 
that their freedom to roam in a 
large, object-filled space was 
the responsible factor-and not 
visual stimulation, 
physical 
activity or the loving care of 
graduate students who fondled 
them.

National debate rages over use 


of booby-traps to protect home

The average driver can 
sense only the slightest loss in 
speed.

In the sum m er of 1967, Marvin 
Katko was shot and seriously 
injured in the farm home of 
Mr. and M rs. Edward Briney. 
Katko was hit in the ankle 
and one leg is 2 1-2 inches 
sh o rter than the other. He sued 
the Brineys and won $30,000 in 
damages. 
The incident would not have 
made ripples beyond Eddyville 
if it had not been for the way in 
which 
Katko 
entered 
the 
B rineys’ home. He broke in, 
allegedly to steal. 
Katko, now 30, was injured 
by 
a shotgun blast from a 
booby trap Edward Briney had 
set up. Katko first was charged 
with breaking and entering, a 
felony, but he pleaded guilty to 
a le sse r charge of larceny in 
the nighttime, a m isdem eanor. 
He was fined $50 and released. 
Then he sued the Briney for 
$60,000. 
In November, an all-woman 
Mahaska County district court 
jury awarded Katko $30,000— 
$20,000 in com pensatory dama­ 
ges and $10,000 in punitive 
damages. 
The word “ punitive” sticks in 
the craw of many people in this 
town of 1,000—especially since 
the B rineys had to sell 80 acres 
of 
a 
120-acre farm estate 
belonging to B ertha Briney, 49, 
wife of Ed Briney, 53. The 
property was sold for $10,001 at 
a forced auction. On it stands 
the vacant farm home in which 
Katko was shot. 
The property was bought by a 
three-m em ber 
com m ittee 
of 
B riney’s neighbors. The com ­ 


m ittee is holding it in trust 
until the Iowa Supreme Court 
rules on the B rineys’ appeal. 
The B rineys are able to farm 
the 80 acres, along with the 40 
other 
acres 
and 320 acres 
owned by Briney and his father. 
T here isn’t a weak opinion 
around on the issue: How far 
can a person go in protecting 
his property? 
Some say Katko—a 6-3 1-2, 
220-pounder who works at his 
fath er’s 
gas 
station—would 
have deserved it if he had been 
killed. O thers say Briney went 
too far-indeed, was malicious 
—in setting up a shotgun booby 
trap in his home. The issue has 
reached the Iowa Legislature, 
where three bills dealing with 
the m atter have been intro­ 
duced. 
One of the m easures, com­ 
monly referred to as “ The 
Briney B ill” would allow a 
person 
to 
use 
“ any means 
n ecessary ” to defend his life, 
family and property, or to goto 
the aid of another without being 
placed in legal jeopardy. 
It was sent to the floor of the 
Iowa House Thursday after a 
b itter debate over an amend­ 
ment which would have elim in­ 
ated the provisions for defense 
of property. The amendment 
was defeated 17-16 by the House 
Law Enforcem entCom m ittee.

nounced last Decem ber that the 
state of C alifornia would begin 
converting its fleet of 28,500

system . 
The key word is “ begin.” In 
the Los Angeles area, only 12 
trucks of the state highway 
division have been converted so 
far. Again it is a case where 
the

You can ’t 
prove it, only talk about it.” 
He believes in God. 
He 
says his flashes are G od’s 
gift. He thinks he has a tre­ 
mendous 
responsibility 
to 
use the gift for good. He 
w on’t tell som ebody that he 
sees a tragedy ahead, unless 
it is a tragedy that is avoid­ 
able. He says he c a n ’t use 
his gift for gain — he never 
plays the horses and owns 
no stock. 
He 
is 
also very careful 
about blurting out w hat he 
sees — m en. out with their 
w ives, whom he sees with 
other w om en is a frequent 
flash. 
H e’s a big. burly m an. He 
has the hands of a w orkm an 
—w hich he w as — and his 
e y e s are undistinguished. 
Only the strange w orkings 
of his m ind set him apart.

Dodgers head for Florida 


with blend of youth, talent

LOS 
ANGELES 
(UPI)-The 
old Dodger Electra departs for 
Vero Beach, Fla., Saturday and 
aboard will be as optimistic a 
group of players as you’ll find 
in the major leagues. 
‘‘We’ve got that feeling,” Los 
Angeles 
vice 
president 
Al 
Campanis said Tuesday. ‘‘We 
know we’re going to be right up 
there. 
"We feel we have the 40 best 
players as a unit that we’ve 
had for the last decade.” 
The Dodgers were in the race 
in the National League West 
almost all the way last season. 
They 
stumbled 
in the final 
weeks, though, and wound up 
with an 85-77 record, finishing 
eight games behind division- 
winning Atlanta. 
That was nine games more 
than they won in 1968. 
The front office didn’t make 
any trades during the offsea­ 
son. Campanis explained why. 
"We had lots of opportunities. 


We talked with half a dozen 
clubs. But they wanted some of 
our outstanding young players. 
And, frankly, we were appre­ 
hensive about dealing off this 
talent. 
"We thought the best thing 
we could do was go to spring 
training, reevaluate our talent 
and 
make 
up 
our 
minds 
whether we were going to make 
a trad e." 
The Dodgers think they have 
that special blend of youth and 
experience to reach the top 
again. They haven’t been there 
since 
Sandy 
Koufax 
retired 
following the 1966 season. 
In 1969, they were tied for 
second in the league in fielding, 
third in pitching with a team 
earned run average of 3.08 and 
fourth in hitting with a .254 
average. 
Ted Sizemore won the NL 
Rookie of the Year award for 
his play as the Dodger second 
baseman but Willie Davis was 
the club’s big surprise. 


The fleet outfielder had a 
nine-season major league bat­ 
ting average of .266. In his 10th 
season, he hit .311, ranking 
severnth among the league’s 
hitters. 
" I ’ll have an even bigger 
season so I’ll get the $100,000 in 
1971,” Davis commented after 
signing 
a $65,000 contract for 
this season. 
"I believe I can hit .400 this 
year. That will make a lot of 
people laugh but I believe I can 
do it.” 
Davis, who will turn 30 on 
April 15, was hitting only .262 
at the All-Star break last year. 
He went to a heavier bat, a 
model weighing 38 ounces, and 
began stroking the ball to left 
field to take advantage of his 
speed. 
Manager Walter Alston says 
the key to the Dodgers’chances 
is a fourth starting pitcher to 
go with Bill Singer (20-12), 
Claude Osteen (20-15) and Don 
Sutton (17-18). 
Alan Foster, who was bril­ 
liant on occasion but still had 
only a 3-9 record with the club 
a

ago, is 
the major 
candidate. 
The Dodgers have always had 
confidence in handsome Wes 
Parker. 
But

fielding. The best fielding first 
baseman in the majors showed 
he could hit last year, too. 
Parker hit .278, clubbed 13 
liome runs and drove in 68 
runs. 
One of the big experiments at 
Vero Beach will be the switch 
of Bill Sudakis from third base 
to catcher. 
" It’s asking a lot, I know, but 
we asked the same thing-in 
reverse — of Sizemore last 
y ear,” Alston explained.

With Growth Companies

Creative ability, skill in 
drawing and the ability to 
anticipate consumer needs 
are the most important qua­ 
lifications for young people 
who want to work as indus­ 
trial designers. 
Industrial designers com­ 
bine technical knowledge of 
materials, 
machines 
a n d 
methods of production with 
artistic talent to improve the 
appearance and functional 
d e s i g n of machine-made 
products. 
Since the public has a wide 
choice of styles in products 
such as radios, television 
sets, cars, refrigerators and 
furniture, a primary objec­ 
tive of the industrial design­ 
er is to improve his employ­ 
er’s product to compete fa­ 
vorably with similar goods. 
Mechanical interest is de­ 
sirable for * some types of 
work, and applicants will 
also find it helpful to have 
a s s e m b l e d a "portfolio” 
which demonstrates their de­ 
signing skill. 
Since industrial designers 
also are frequently required 
to work with engineers and 
other staff members, 
the 
ability to communicate well 
is important. 
Young people who plan to 
practice industrial designing 
as consultants should also 
know business practices and 
possess sales ability. 
Completion of a course of 
study in industrial design— 
in an art school, an art de­ 
partment of a university, or 
a technical college—is the 
usual requirement for enter­ 
ing this field of work. 
People from other fields, 
like engineering and archi­ 
tecture, may qualify if they 
have experience and artistic 
ability. 
Formal education in indus­ 
trial design at a college or 
university usually takes at 
least four years to complete, 
and a few schools require 
five. These schools award 
the bachelor’s degree in in­ 
dustrial design or fine arts.

Some schools, usually pri­ 
vate art schools or those as­ 
sociated with large art mu­ 
seums, offer a three-year 
course in industrial design 
which leads to a diploma. In 
the past few years, however, 
s o m e 
art 
and 
museum 
schools have moved toward 
accreditation 
or affiliation 
with a university. 
Entrance to a course in 
industrial design is usually 
limited 
to 
qualified 
high 
school 
graduates; 
s o m e 
schools 
may 
also 
require 
students to present sketches 
and other examples of their 
artistic ability, and may re­ 
quire students to complete 
their 
freshman 
or 
soph­ 
omore 
years 
before 
they 
select an industrial design 
major. 
Employment is expected 
to expand m o d e r a t e l y 
through the 1970s. 
A number of factors will 
affect employment of indus­ 
trial designers. Rapid obso­ 
lescence of household and 
commercial equipment and 
the rising population will in­ 
crease the demand for new­ 
ly designed products. 
Manufacturers will try to 
hold or increase their share 
of these markets through 
the creation of new products, 
improvements in the design 
ol existing ones, and change 
in package designs. 
All these factors, in ad­ 
dition to rising per capita 
income, will contribute to 
long-term growth in indus­ 
trial designers’ jobs.

bedevil foreign imports, Ameri­ 
can Motors Corp. has intro­ 
duced an impish subcompact 
car named the Gremlin. 
Gremlin, the first of a series 
being 
introduced 
by 
U.S. 
automakers to fight the rising 
tide of imports, was displayed 
Wednesday to newsmen here. 


Suiting the intriduction date 
to its name, the Gremlin will go 
on sale in dealer showrooms 
April 1—April Fool’s Day. 
“ The Gremlin is the first 
domestic car specifically de­ 
signed to meet the foreign car 
challenge and halt its domina­ 
tion of a sizable segment of the 
American market,” said Wil­ 
liam V. Luneburg, AMC pres­ 
ident. 


AMC has refused to divulge 
the Gremlin’s suggested list 
price 
until it 
is officially 
unveiled. The car is built on a 
96-inch wheelbase, is just over 
161 inches long and is four feet 
high. 
The rear end slices on a slant 
from roof to bumper with a 
large rear window. It has a 
rakishly 
slanted 
windshield 
leading down to its long power- 
dome hood. 
The car will be offered in 
only one model, a two-door, but 
it can be a two or four seater. 
AMC says it has a basic 128 
horsepower six-cylinder engine 
larger than any of the foreign 
cars it is designed to battle in 
sales. AMC claims economy in 
operation with up to 23 miles 
per gallon or 500 miles on a 
tank ful. 
The Gremlin will be alone at 
the dike 
for 
the first few 
months trying 
to stem the 
import flow. In August, General 
Motors is scheduled to bring up 
reinforcements with its new 
subcompact, followed by Ford’s 
minicar which may be named 
Colt or Pony. Chrysler will join 
the battle in 1971 with its new 
car now called the “ 25.” 
The 
dictionary defines 
a 
gremlin as “ a creature sup­ 
posed to interfere with the 
smoothness of any operation.” 
Its makers hope it will throw a 
monkey wrench into the foreign 
imports which hit 1.1 million 
cars in 1969.

Before all this was 
resolved the 
school 
district for a time con­ 
sidered 
renting 
a 
couple of vacant stores 
downtown for the con­ 
tinuation school.

according to a school official. 
Continuation school or “ con” school 
as it is referred to on campus is a 
problem any way you look at it.

The school has been held on campus 
at Lompoc High School, later was in­ 
tegrated with adult night school and now 
will be shifted to off campus quarters.

U.S. sorties flown per day, or 12,000 
a month. 
Sometimes this is applied 
just to assaults on Hanoi’s infiltrating 
stream of men and materiel on the Ho 
trail, but other times it includes at­ 
tacks in all of Laos. 
One analyst writes 
that our jets have given 
Laos a pounding equal 
to that “ taken by North 
Vietnam prior to the 
bombing halt in 19G8.” 
Now, first off, the 
“ 400 sorties per day” 
assertion is not being 
A 
compared 
with

prior figure at all, so 
it is really useless as 
a measure to “ esca­ 
lation.” 
What was the earlier rate? 
Secondly, though the critics offer no 
yearly estimate, they know that in the 
absence of qualifying statements the 
reader or listener is being left free 
to multiply 12,000 sorties a month and 
come up with an annual figure upwards 
of 144,000 sorties by our fighter-bomb- 
ers. 
But such a calculation is hardly rea­ 
sonable. 
Flying weather is bad for 
six months over Laos because of clouds, 
rain and fog, and another two months 
(March and April) because of the haze 
which results from the “ slash and bum” 
rice-growing habits of the hill tribes. 
They cut down trees and burn off grass­ 
es before planting on hill slopes. 
Furthermore, the critics are reckless 
in not constantly distinguishing between 
attacks on the Ho Chi Minh trail, which 
are in fact a part of the war in Viet­ 
nam, and assaults in northern Laos. 
The bombing of the supply trail is 
an old and widely known story— not 
a “ secret war.” 
As I indicated, a 
step-up is acknowledged. 
But it hard­ 
ly is a surprise, since the 1968 bomb­ 
ing halts of North Vietnam freed many 


UJS. planes for other action and they 
are still in Southeast Asia. 
Today they hammer extra-hard at such 
spots as the Mu Gia Pass, where the 
trail enters Laos from North Vietnam. 
They seem never to hit Tchepone in 
Laos, a major trail base farther south, 
for Russian aircraft deliver supplies 
to the North Vietnamese at that point. 
No critic and no U.S. government 
source here or in Laos is saying ex­ 
actly how many sorties are flown by us 
against the 50,000 North Vietnamese reg­ 
ulars and the pathetic Pathet Lao in 
northern Laos. 
Surely no high, sustained pace of 
attack is possible. 
The long monsoon 
rain season hobbles flying, and severe­ 
ly limits ground fighting. 
Tactical 
air assault, of course, is In close ra­ 
tio to fighting levels and Inevitably falls 
off when combat diminishes. 
It must be presumed that much U.S. 
air assault in northern Laos is in fact 
tactical, for the half or more of that 
country held by Lao Viet forces is rug- 
gedly mountainous with just a few scat­ 
tered valleys and plateaus and no sizable 
centers to serve as strategic targets. 
You can walk for days in that terri­ 
tory and never see more than a vil­ 
lage or two—or even only a tiny clus­ 
ter of huts. 
Laos has no rail line, a mere 1,800 
miles of all-weather roads, just two of 
which warrant being called highways. 
The North Vietnamese regulars, back­ 
bone of the Red fighting force, have 
no single, well-defined system of sup­ 
ply trails like the Ho Chi Minh route 
to Vietnam. 
“ Big bombing” in northern Laos can 
only be a fairy tale.

Able New York Times editor James 
Reston, an old Washington hand, has 
observed: “ Some men succeed in poli­ 
tics by using their worst qualities.” 
Certainly,

is per­ 
fectly

up with mere oratory and personal op­ 
portunism 
as if the opportunism were 
all worked out 
on a General Staff san» 
table. 
Broken promises, unattainable pro­ 
mises, 
false 
promises — these three 
things are the curse of men and na­ 
tions. And while the windbag boys pro­ 
mote themselves and their costly pro­ 
grams much of our country knows we 
have been led to follow 
misrepresen­ 
tation and false hopes. 
President 
Nixon 
got his upshoot 
in the Gallup poll after the 
veto be­ 
cause millions feel (correctly) that the 
windbag 
boys took their tax money, 
squandered it and now insist that the 
same taxpayers pay the windbag boys’ 
“ gambling debts,” and that giving Wash­ 
ington the $19.7 
billion slush fund

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Meandering with Gaylen Jackson 
Time for action 


We had a very interesting speaker at 
our weekly meeting of the Lompoc Ki­ 
wanis Club Tuesday. The topic had to do 
with the problems of narcotic and drug 
use in Santa Barbara County, and what, 
if anything, the community can do to com­ 
bat the problem. 


The young fellow who did the speak­ 
ing knows somewhat of what he was 
speaking. For in his own words he is a 
“ junkie.” 
Although 
he has been “ clean” 
for the past seven 
years, Paul Fry still 
says he is a junkie. 
For he realizes that 
it 
would not 
take 
much for him to be­ 
come addicted to her­ 
oin again. 
He is in charge of 
the drug rehabilita­ 
tion program in San­ 
ta Barbara County. The unfortunate part 
of it, he says, is that he is the drug 
rehabilitation program in the the county. 
There isn’t anyone else, and there should 
be. 


Fry has been spending a lot of time 
recently touring about the county, speak­ 
ing to service clubs and fraternal organ­ 
izations, and to groups of interested per­ 
sons at schools and other places. But he 
says, most of the well-meaning, high- 
falluting people he talks to listen with 
deference to his remarks, then say some­ 
thing ought to be done, but forget about 
the problem after the talk ends. 
Everyone, it seems, believes that Fry 
is talking about the neighbor’s kids, that 


it couldn't possibly be one of their own. 
And there, Fry maintains, is one of the 
problems. Because, he says, it just might 
be your own. 
He estimates that there are some­ 
where between 1500 and 1700 hard-cort 
addicts in the county, and that each of 
one of these persons costs the county 
in the neighborhood of $30,000. That’s 
$30,000 each year per addict. And that is 
no small potatoes. 


Heroin addicts in the county range 
from a habit of about $20 to $30 a day 
to habits of over $270 a day. The only 
way an addict has to support his habit, 
Fry says, is to recruit some new people 
into the abyss of drug hell, so he can 
sell them some of the stuff in order to 
buy his own. 
Fry says the first step in fighting the 
drug addiction problems is a matter 
of education. He believes that a com­ 
prehensive program of education about 
drugs should begin in the 4th or 5th 
grade, and carry right on through high 
school. 


He doesn’t believe that a few hours t 
year, only a couple of years during a 
student’s school life, is sufficient. 
He also 
says that parents should be 
educated to the fact that most drug 
abuse begins in the home, with diet pills, 
sleeping pills, and tranquilizers being 
in abundance. Parents, he says, don’t 
realize that they contribute through the 
home to some of their children becoming 
users of drugs and narcotics. 
As he says, it’s time that the high- 
sounding rhetoric ended, and the time for 
action is long overdue.
